Bome already hava
left, while the others will depart to-
morrow.

Although no statement to this ef-
fect has been given out, it is under-
Etood Turkey's apology for the ac-
tions of her fleet in bombarding Rus-
slan Black sea ports and Russian
ships was unacceptable to the tripie|
entente powers in that Turkey was
mot prepared:to accede to a demand
that German officers in her service
be dismissed and the ships purchased
from Germany dismantled.

The powers which the Ottoman gov-
ernment thus defled are already tak-
ing warlike action against Turkey.
The British have destreyed Fort
Akabah, in Arabia, the Russians haye
invaded Asia Minor and an Anglo-
French fleet ig bombarding . the forts
of the Dardanelles,

NEW YORK, Nov. 4—Latest returns
from yesterday's election Indicate that
the Democratic majority in the house
of represetatives for the sixty fourth
Congress will be reduced to 23. The
probable Democratic majority in the
Senate will be 24,

Democrats hdve clected 226 mem-
bers, Republicand 192, Progressives,
10 and Socialists one, Of the slx mis-
sing districts, it was estimated tonight
that the Republicans and Democrats
might elect three each.

Heaviest Republican gains were
thirteen in Illinols, twelve in New
York, 11 in Pennsylvania and nine in
Ohio. Progressive representation in the
house was cut from nineteen to nine
or ten.
